Six New Airmails 
For Canal Zone 


Six new airmails, all with the 
game designs, will be issued by 
the Canal Zone Postal Adminis- 
tration on July 16. Eventually, 
they are intended to replace the 
nine denominations now current 
ranging in value from 4c, Scott 
number C19, to $1.00 and includ- 
ing the numbers C5 to C12. 

The half dozen new ones will 
have selling prices of 4c, 6c, 10c, 
Qc, 31c and 80c. Their sizes will 
be about the same as the United 
States Presidential regular post- 
age stamp series. 

The background of the design 
js the Caribbean area of the West- 
en Hemisphere with a circle, in 
which the words “Air Mail” ap- 

ars, and a wing flight symbol 
acros the top of the stamp. The 
words “Canal Zone” appear im- 
mediately under the circle. The 
denomination is placed at the bot- 
tom of the stamp. 

First day cover service will be 
supplied collectors sending a lim- 
ited number of prepared enve- 
lopes to the Postmaster, Balboa 
Heights, Canal Zone with cash or 
postal money order to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed. 

Each cover should bear a name 
and address so placed as to leave 
sufficient space for the stamp or 
stamps to be affixed. The num- 
ber and the face value of the 
stamp to go on each cover should 
be marked with pencil in the up- 
per right hand corner of each en- 
velope. Each envelope should 
contain a stuffer and should have 
the flap tucked in or sealed. 

It has been pointed out that 
postage stamps or personal checks 
will not be accepted in payment 
for the new stamps. 

Postal cards can be sent for 
use with the new 4c denomina- 
tion since this is the domestic 
postal card airmail rate. 

The Canal Zone postmaster 
States that first day covers will 
not be returned under cover of 
another envelope. Nor will re- 
quests for plate numbers or un- 
usual arrangement of the stamps 
on cover be granted. 

Collectors can obtain the six 
new airmails at face value from 
the Philatelic Agency, Balboa 
Heights, Canal Zone. But orders 
for these stamps should not be 
included with covers to be serv- 
ieed—they are to be sent sep- 
arately. Funds must be included 
for return postage, and registra- 
tion, if such is desired. 

While the Canal Zone Agency

Some time ago, there was a 
widespread movement in Canada 
to have a commemorative stamp 
issued in honor of Mr. King who 
has probably rendered the most 
distinguished service as Canada’s 
prime minister. Members of the 
opposition political party protest- 
ed a commem for Mr. King alone 
claiming political advantage to 
Mr. King’s party because of it. 

A demand was made to produce 
a stamp picturing a prime min- 
ister not of Mr. King’s political 
faith. 

Apparently the Canadian Post 
Office Department has sidestep- 
ped the controversy handily by 
announcing the series of stamps 
to picture all prime ministers not 
previously appeating on a stamp. 

















The two stamps will be of 3c 
and 4c denomination.

Hon. Sir Robert Laird 
Borden, who was Prime Minister 
of Canada during the First World 
War, his terms of office being 
from October 10, 1911, to July 10, 
1920.

Canada Begins Prime 
Minister Series 
Two Stamps On June 25 


Canadian stamp collectors and Canadian politicians both should 
be well satisfied with the announcement made by Canada’s Post- 
master General, G. Edouard Rinfret, that on June 25 two commemo- 
rative stamps will be issued to honor two former prime ministers. 
They are the Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Laird Borden and the Rt. Hon. 
The King and Borden stamps are 
but the first two of a series which will pay tribute to all the nation’s 
prime ministers which have not previously appeared on a stamp of 
The series when completed in the next few years will 
form a miniature portrait gallery of the country’s

trait of the Rt. Hon. William Lyon 
MacKenzie King who served as 
Prime Minister for Canada during 














three terms of office, from De- 
cember 29, 1921, to June 28, 1926; 
from September 25, 1926, to Au- 
gust 6, 1930, and from October 23, 
1935, to November 15, 1948. 

Mr. King retired from office on 
the latter date after having estab- 
lished a record of distinguished 
service exceeding in time the 
tenure of office of any other 
Prime Minister in the history of 
the British Commonwealth. 

The stamps are engraved by the 
Canadian Bank Note Company, 
Ottawa, from photographs  sup- 
plied by Karsh of Ottawa for Mr. 
King and by the Public Archives 
of Canada for Sir Robert Borden. 

The two stamps will be of 
small size similar to the current 
le and 5c denominations and will 
be issued in panes of 100 stamps,

First West-East Jet 
Flight, Hawaii To 
United States Coast 


One of the United States Air Forces B-47 Stratojet ships made a 
record flight for the greatest distance yet flown by one of these 
planes when it took off from Hickman Field in Hawaii early on 
Friday morning of May 18th. It landed five hours and fifty minutes 
later at Edwards Air Force Base at Muroc, California. 

The original plan had been for a non stop flight from Hawaii to 
Washington, D. C., but trouble developed just off the California 
Coast and the big ship was obliged to land there, completing only 
part of its scheduled trip, yet setting a new distance record for a 
Jet flight and making the first West-East Trans-Pacific Flight by 


a Jet Aircraft. 

We are indebted to Major James 
T. DeVoss who is located at Hick- 
man Field in Hawaii and who is 
Chairman of HAPEX, the Hawai- 
ian Centennial Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion to be held in Honolulu June 
27th to 30th. for the information 
in this story and for one of the 
200 speciaily prepared covers that 
were carried on this historic 
flight. 

The cover is illustrated on this 
page. You will note that the arc 
in the lower left corner reads 
“HAWAITI--—NONSTOP--—” and 
ends with a large arrow pointing 
to the address. Originally these 
covers were planned to read in 
this spot, “HAWAII—NON STOP 
—TO WASHINGTON, D. C.” This 
plan was thwarted by weather 
conditions however and even be- 
fore the flight took off the men 
at the field admitted that it would 
not be possible to make it to 
Washington, and a quick pen and 
ink job to alter the covers as they 
were sent was made at the field, 
so that they could be deposited in 
the nearest Post Office and go 
forward by regular air mail 

The cancel on these covers is 
that of “EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE/ CALIF./1951/May 18/8 
AM”. That was Friday morning 
May the 18th and the covers had 
just left Hawaii earlier that morn- 
ing. We regret that Major De- 
Voss has not given us the time 
of the take off from Hawaii. 

You will note the covers are 
autographed by the Pilot, Major 
Robert W. Halliday of Ridgewood, 
N. J.; Co-Pilot, Major James E. 
Bauer of St. Louis, Mo. and Navi- 
gator, First Lieutenant John T. 
Jurcyk of Cleveland, Ohio. 

On the back of the cover is a 
handstamped impression of The 
Dispatch Cancellation of the Pa- 
cific Division Military Air Trans- 
port Service whose Headquarters 
are at Hickman Field. 

This’ cover reached Sidney 
sometime Sunday, May 20th. This 
cover was in the mail picked up 
about 2 P. M. on the afternoon of 
Sunday May 20th, so it came in 
perhaps on the mail sometime 
Sunday morning which makes 
about a 54 to 56 hour trip from 
Hawaii. 

That seems like remarkable 
speed and perhaps was for the 
first leg of the journey but when 
we consider that most of the above 
information was taken from a let- 
ter that was mailed by Major 
DeVoss from Hawaii and is can- 
celled on May 18th and was

picked up at our Post Office on 
Sunday evening May 20th, at 6 
o’clock, we must admit that regu- 
lar air mail from Hawaii is almost 
as good as Jet Service. 

The Jet Cover however is just 
another Philatelic Milestone in 
Aviation and as such will make 
a handsome souvenir of this hise 
toric event. 


Possible Cover Loss 
In Mail Coach Fire 


Some collectors who had or- 
dered covers postmarked at Cen- 
tidan, the Danish Centenary 
Philatelic Exhibition, might never 
receive them. 

According to Axel Jorgensen of 
Gronnehavevej, Denmark, a num- 
ber of mail pouches were destroy- 
ed by fire in the mail coach of a 
train bound for an Atlantic port, 
While it is not possible to state 
for sure that any of the pouches 
contained the commemorative 
covers, there is a good possibility 
that some will be lost. The fire 
occurred on May 12, and covers 
were placed in the mails from 
May 7 to 12. 

It was known that the mail 
pouches were consigned to the 
United States, South and Central 
America, Canada, China, Japan 
and other western nations,

streets and highways, together 
with the unpredictable operators 
of cars, they are a hazard to the 
life and limb of drivers, passen- 
gers and pedestrians, as one can 
judge from the figures of the Na- 
tional Safety Council on the num- 
ber of auto deaths for the first 
three months of 1951. These to- 
taled 7,900, an increase of 10 per 
cent over the same period of 1950. 
However, the number of deaths 
do not tell the entire story of the 
effects of auto accidents, There 
are the injured, some of them 
crippled for life. Next are the 
tragedies to the families of those 
killed and injured, and the at- 
tending burial and hospital bills 
and the property losses. Besides 
every serious auto mishap is an 
expense to the city, town or coun- 
ty where it occured, which must 
be met by local taxpayers. 

This is the fourth of a series 
I have had in Linn’s advocating 
the use of traffic safety slogan 
cancels by our larger post offices. 
After having written so exten- 
sively on the subject I have come 
to the conclusion that mild ad- 
monitions like, “Drive with Care 
and Courtesy,” would be wasted 
effort.. 

One slogan should be of 
kind that would smear into the 
conscience of persons prone to 
flaunt traffic safety, such as, “Are 
You a Jerk Inclined to Speed and 
Take Chances When Driving?” 
Here is a meanie to hit the guys 
who drive when plastered, “Do 
You Boost Your Gasoline with 
Liquor?” 

Let us not overlook the fact 
that our main post offices now 
employ postal meter machines to 
apply postage to parcel post mail. 
Striking pictorial traffic safety 
subjects could be included with 
these meter imprints.

The 
printing, perforating, ete.—in- 
cluding postmarking, will be done 
in Nicaragua under instructions 
of I. Swallow Ine. of Bucket 
Falls, 

Bibliographia. It is announced 
by the Public Relations Officer, 
Public Assistance Office (cables 
BLABIBLIO) that supplies have 
been found of the postage stamps 
issued by the Kingdom of Biblio- 
graphia in 1847—sorry, 1487, In 
spite of being bored through by 
boring ants, chewed by chewing 
ants, fought over by fighting ants 
and hummed over by humming 
birds, it is still possible to read 
the inscriptions in part. Collec- 
tors who want them on cover 
should send their own gum, as 
someone has mislaid Bibliograph- 
ia’s gum-pot.

These 
have been supercharged in pale 
pink “P”ing P’ang Ch’ang Chu 
Chin Chow” (in Chinkinese) and 
placed on sale for one minute to 
commemorate the 76th anniver- 
sary of the Shockin Chinese re- 
fusal to join the U. P. U. (or 
“Universal Pilferers’ Union”.)

Following a delightful dinner, 
with favors for all the ladies and 
several handsome door prizes, a 
movie-talkie “Wings Over Ha- 
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material was passed around to 
the bedridden and wheelchair 
philatelists, Where did this pack- 
age come from? Why the mail- 
man had brought it from a lit- 
tle logging town in National, 
Washington, 

There in this little community 
is an ordinary housewife, a moth- 
er of three and wife of a busy 
logging foreman who makes up 
these welcome packages of phil- 
atelic material from the dupli- 
cates sent to her by collectors 
from all over the United States. 
She is Mrs, Jesse L, Hurd, di- 
rector of the Veterans and Shut- 
in Program of the Universal Ship 
Cancellation Society. During 
World War II, Mrs, Hurd corres- 
ponded with all the boys in the 
service from her community 
whether she knew them or not. 
These numbered about 30 or so 
and each week she sent newspa- 
pers, pictures, clippings or any- 
thing from home. After the war 
she came into contact with some 
of the veterans in _ hospitals 
through the mutual lines of col- 
lecting and decided to help them 
with their collecting activities. 

In 1949, Mrs. Hurd was ap- 
pointed to carry on this work as 
a program of the Universal Ship 
Cancellation Society by Dr, Frank 
A. Stump of Harrisburg, Pa., then 
the president of the Society, This 
program was enlarged upon by 
the next president, Everett Wall- 
ster of North Weymouth, Mass.

There is a good possibility that 
the commem for the 250th anni- 
versary of the founding of De- 
troit, Mich. about which I told you 
last week will have its first day 
of issue on July 24. 

It was on that date, state his- 
torically minded Detroiters, that 
Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac 
landed at the present site of De- 
troit in 1701. That year is much 
earlier than many of the towns 
along the Atlantic Coast were 
even thought of. 

Quite a bit of courage and 
stamina were needed by those 
early explorers to plunge into an 
unmapped and unknown wilder- 
ness to see what they could see.

When the news of Lincoln’s as- 
sassination reached Wall St. in 
New York City an excited and 
angry crowd gathered which 
would soon have become a mob 
bent on destruction. These people 
were calmed by the words of a 
United States Representative in 
the city accumulating material for 
a financial report to Congress. 

He said, “Fellow citizens, God 
reigns, and the government at 
Washington still lives!” 

Not many years were to pass 
before this same man was to be 
elected the 20th president of the 
United States—and while holding 
that office to be felled by an as- 
sassin’s bullet two days short of 
four months after his inaugura- 
tion. 

He was James Abram Garfield, 
orphaned at two, self taught in 
his early years, college president, 
major general in the Union Army 
and later representative to Con- 
| gress. 

Garfield and his times are rath- 
er significant since conditions of 
then and today are rather similar 
in a number of respects. Political- 
ly, and economically the country 
was in a turmoil. Garfield, who 
was a member of the left wing 
group of the Republican party 
had trouble with the “stalwarts” 
(a situation found in both parties 
today.) 

His birth occurred in a log cab- 
in at Orange, Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, November 19, 1831. At two 
he was left fatherless. When old 
enough to engage in profitable 
work, he spent alternate periods 
in school and in various jobs, 
mostly on farms. 

At seventeen he became a mule 
driver along the tow paths of the 
Ohio Canal later becoming a deck- 
hand on one of the boats. A year 
later, he entered Geauga Semi- 
nary at Geauga, Ohio where he ap- 
plied himself to the classics of 
that time, Latin, Greek and Al- 

gebra. 

In 1851 he entered Western Re- 
serve Eclectic Institute (now Hi- 
ram College) at Hiram, Ohio and 
in 1854 enrolled in Williams Col- 
lege from which he graduated in 
1856 with high honors. He re- 
turned to Hiram that same year 
as a teacher of Latin and Greek, 
the following year becoming 
president of the school. 

Studying by himself, the presi- 
dent of Hiram soon learned 
enough law that by 1861 he was 
admitted to the bar. In Septem- 
ber of that year he became a 
colonel of volunteers—December 
saw him reporting to General 
Buell at Louisville, Ky. who 
placed him in command of a bri- 
gade of four infantry regiments 
to repel the Confederates under 
General Marshall. 

This was accomplished in Jan- 
uary where in the Battle of Mid- 
dle Creek Marshall was forced 
from the state. He earned the 
commission of brigadier general 
for his successes, placed in com- 
mand of the 20th Brigade under 


Buell, and engaged in_ several 
successful campaigns which 
brought him the rank of major 


general. 

Elected to Congress during the 
Civil War, he acceded to Lin- 
coln’s request that he resign his 
commission and did yeoman work 
for the nation. One of his notable 
contributions was the repeal of 
the commutation clause of the 
Enrollment Act, and the draft of 
men for the armed forces enforc- 
ed at a time when they would 
have otherwise been fatally de- 
pleted. 

Garfield was probably one of 
the greatest “money experts” of 





his time being recognized by his

fellow congressmen as an author- 
ity to be consulted in govern- 
mental financial matters. He ser- 
ved as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency, and 
of a special committee to investi- 
gate the cause of the gold panic 
in September 1869 which culmi- 
nated in the crisis of “Black Fri- 
day.” 

He also introduced an act in 
1870 for census taking which was 
rejected but which was the basis 
for a later law authorizing the 
census of 1880. In 1880 after serv- 
ing Ohio as Representative for a 
number of years, he was elected 
to the United States Senate by 
the Ohio Legislature. 

In June of that year, he was a 
staunch advocate of John Sher- 
man of Ohio for the presidential 
nomination at the Republican con- 
vention at Chicago. (That’s where 
the Republicans will meet this 
year). General Grant, who had 
been president from 1869 to 1877 
was one of the Republican can- 
didates, with Sherman and James 
G. Blaine being his foremost op- 
position for the nomination. 

Thirty ballots later, the conven- 
tion was deadlocked, no candidate 
receiving a nominating majority. 
Garfield, who had not been a 
candidate and who was admired 
by the delegates, was chosen as 
a compromise candidate. In No- 
vember, he received 214 electoral 
votes against his Democratic op- 
ponent Gen. Winfield S. Han- 
cock’s 155 and became thereby 
the 20th president. (See the 20c 
denomination of the 1938 Presi- 
dential series). 

Inauguration came on March 4, 
1881 and with it a cabinet made 
up of men of the radical wing of 
the Republican party of which 
Garfield was the nominal head. 
Robert Lincoln as Secretary of 
War was the only exception. 

In the feuding between both 
factions, the feelings and pride of 
a number of persons was hurt. 
One of these was Charles J. Guit- 
eau, a disappointed office seeker, 
who shot Garfield on July 2 in 
the railway station in Washing- 


ton 

Garfield lingered for eighty/c 
days. Near the end of August his 
doctors believed that he would 
have a better opportunity of re- 
covery if moved from the capi- 
tal’s humid climate. He was taken 
by train to Elberon, N. J. on Sep- 
tember 6, but died thirteen days 
later on September 19. 

Vice President Arthur, a Re- 
publican “stalwart” became presi- 
dent. On June 30, 1882 Guiteau 
was hanged in the jail at Wash- 
ington, D. C

This 
same design with slight altera- 
tions was used for the UCV final 
reunion on Decoration Day at 
Norfolk, Va.

Israel Broadsword, 104, Samuels, 
Idaho; Joseph Clovesse, 107, Pon- 
tiac, Mich. (the only surviving ne- 
gro Union soldier): Albert Wool- 
son, 104, Duluth, Minn.; James A.

NO "U.S. A.” ON 
BERMUDA SEALS 


In a recent column which de- 
scribed the seal issues of Bermuda, 
the U. S. seals were used as a 
comparison when describing de- 
signs for the various years.

SOMALILAND. The British 
Somaliland set, surcharged from 
Indian to East Africa decimal 
currency was issued in April. 
There were ten values from 5c to 
5 shillings. 

Subsequently, the 3 Rupee 
stamp surcharged 2 shillings ap- 
peared making eleven values to 
the set. 

It now develops that in addi- 
tion to the 5c on % anna green, 
the one anna scarlet was also 
surcharged 5c, but only one was 
to be placed on sale at one time. 

However both 5c surcharges 
have appeared on first day covers 
in London, although the 5c on 1 
anna was not available at the 
Crown Agents. Under these con- 
ditions it is expected that the 5c 
on 1 anna will be released soon 
and the complete set will com- 
prise twelve values, none of 
which are obsolete. 


BARBADOS. This column re- 
cently reported that the 1938 one 
penny stamp (No, 194) was scarce 
if perforated 13% x13. The Eng- 
lish catalogue prices this at 95 
shillings, and at a recent auction 
sale in London, a mint copy of 
this variety sold for the equiva- 
lent of $17.00. 


AUSTRALIA. It is reported 
that Australia will issue in July, 
two 3 pence stamps to honor 
Charles Latrobe, first Governor of 
Victoria and Edward Hargraves, 
the discoverer of gold in Aus- 
tralia. These two stamps will al- 
ternate on the sheet and will be 
collected in se-tenant pairs, 


BRITISH SOLOMON ISLANDS, 
This colony has announced a con- 
test for designs for a new series 
of fifteen values from % penny 
to one Pound. 

Bermuda is now conducting a 
similar contest with the final 
date for entering designs, stipu- 
lated as June 30, 1951, 

CENTENARIES. In 1851, many 
countries issued their first post- 
age stamps and before 1951 ends 
we may expect many centenary 
sets. Canada will issue their cen- 
tenary set in September when the 
International Stamp Exhibition 
will be held.

and mail them on the date of is- 
sue, the 25th June, must forward 
their orders, payments and self- 
addressed covers to the Postmas- 
ter, Ottawa, Canada. 

In addition to the amount of the 
postage to be affixed to the cov- 
ers at ordinary, airmail or regis- 
tered mail rates, collectors must 
also include in their remittance 
an amount to pay the Depart- 
ment’s cover service fee of 5c for 
each cover returned by ordinary 
mail and 10c for each cover re- 
turned by air mail or by regis- 
tered mail. 

The King and Borden stamps 
will be available to collectors at 
face value at the Philatelic 
Agency, Financial Branch, Post 
Office Department, Ottawa, Can- 
ada beginning June 25. Orders 
for the two new stamps will be 
given a priority over mixed orders 
containing requests for other Can- 
adian issues, 

Remittances for mint stamps 
are to be made payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada, and 
sent directly to the Philatelic 
Section, Financial Branch, Post 
Office Department, Ottawa, Can- 
ada. 

Residents of Canada are. re- 
quested to make remittances by 
means of postal money order or 
certified cheque. If cash is sent 
the letter should be registered, 
Postage stamps are not accepted 
as remittances. 

Foreign Exchange Control 
Board Regulations require that 
payment by United States patrons 
be in United States funds. Bank 
drafts, money orders, travellers 
cheques or certified cheques in 
United States funds are accept- 
able. A premium which varies 
according to the rate of exchange 
in effect on the day of receipt 
of the remittance is paid on 
United States funds. If cash is 
sent, the letter should be regis- 
tered. United States Postal Notes 
cannot be accepted. 

Patrons not residing in Canada 
or the United States are required 
to remit by International Postal 
Money Order and include in re- 
mittance the cost of return post- 
age. Patrons are reminded that 
plate number corners will be sup- 
plied only when specifically re- 
quested and when stamps are or- 
dered in the following quantities 
for each plate number desired: 

100 stamps (full sheets of each 
of the 3c and 4c small size stamps)

100 Vet. Hospitals 


The lack of press releases from 
Stamps for the Wounded during 
1950, is hardly a suggestion that 
this volunteer committee has 
been inactive. On the contrary, 
more stamps have been received, 
and more distributed to more hos- 
pitals than ever before since it 
was organized in 1944. 

At the present time, stamps 
sare being distributed to service- 
‘men hospitalized in more than 
100 centers, chiefly under the su- 
pervision of the Veterans Admin- 
istration and such volunteer col- 
lectors as have offered regular 
service. 

SFTW work has now become so 
universally recognized that don- 
ors in many parts of the world 
send regular contributions, a 
great many of them from dealers 
and clubs who have been read- 
ing the advertisement which reg- 
ularly appears in Stamp Whole- 
saler through the courtesy of Lu- 
cius Jackson. 

Contributions, too, have come 
from a number of important 
Government agencies personally 
contacted by Philip H.. Cum- 
mings, Assistant National Chair- 
man, on his global travels. To 
mention but a few: The Chinese 
Nationalist Government, Bel- 
gium’s Postmaster General, His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, etc. John 
Kingsley, recently appointed 
representative for France, has 
been instrumental in numerous 
donations of colorful French and 
colonial issues. 

F. Pickard, Wilmington, 
Del., continues to be the most 
Zenerous donor, sending to a 
mumber of SFTW regional di- 
rectors material; worth upwards 
of $10,000 annually.
